Monaco Grand Prix Racing Simulation 2 

Fast cars. Glamorous girls. Spectacular crashes. Hours of tedium. That, in a nutsheii, is 
Formula 1. And it’s ail in Monaco Grand Prix Racing Simuiation 2. 


F I 98 wasn't bad, but it stopped some 
way short of the mark. The graphics 
were a tad blocky, the other drivers 
were devoid of intelligence and it came out 
just as the Formula 1 season drew to a close. 
Nice one. But despair not, FI devotees, the 
long-winded Monaco Grand Prix Racing 
Simulation 2 will be wending its merry way 
to a PlayStation near you soon. 

Usual guff 

As you'd expect from any FI game worth its 
salt, Monaco Grand Prix offers a choice of 11 
different teams, 22 cars, 16 different circuits 
and several different modes of play. 

Arcade mode allows you to tear around 
any of the circuits like a mad bastid without 
the complicated bollocks of the full-on sim 
mode. There's a time attack mode which is a 


straightforward race against the clock and a 
four-player link-up race which should make it 
to the finished game. 

Licence to thrill 

Sounds pretty much identical to FI 98, but 
there's one important difference. This one 
doesn't have the official Formula 1 licence, 
meaning all the team names, drivers and 
liveries are made-up. 

But with the most in-depth sim-type 
gameplay this side of the real thing, loads of 
special effects and smooth racing action, it 
might have what it takes to melt our hearts. 

With the new Formula I season 
starting in March, the timing's sure right 
for this to be a winner. We ll have a 
review soon enough
